In  continuance  of  the  system  begun  during  1889,  the  masters  of  all  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Tyne,  and  visited  by  the  Officers  of  the  Authority  during  the  year 
under  report,  have  been  interrogated  as  to  the  general  sickness  of  those  on  board 
during  the  voyage.  The  diseases,  as  entered  in  the  ships’  logs,  either  during 
voyage  or  in  port,  or,  in  cases  admitted  to  hospital  and  diagnosed  by  ourselves 
after  arrival  here,  are  stated  in  a  Table  of  587  cases  (see  Appendix  B).  The 
corresponding  total  during  1894  was  1,069. 


Emigrants.

Water-Boats  and  Water  Supply  to  Ships  in  Port. 

The  water-boats,  30  in  number,  have  been  examined  as  usual,  and  found  in 
good  condition. 

In  42  cases  the  drinking  water  of  ships,  of  which  81  came  from  Ports 
infected,  or  suspected  to  be  infected,  with  cholera,  has  been  changed,  and  the 
purification  of  the  tanks  has  been  seen  to  by  the  Inspector,  acting  under  the 
direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

A  complaint  was  made  by  the  Master  of  s.s.  “  Caerloch,”  after  leaving  the 
port,  as  to  the  water  supplied  to  him  at  Tyne  Dock. 

Food  Inspection. 

The  Food  on  board  of  two  vessels  was  inspected  on  complaints  by  the  crews. 
The  food  (potatoes)  was  found  to  be  bad,  and  was  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the 
Inspector.  Also  54  barrels  of  rotten  apples  sent  out  to  sea  in  RT.C.  Hoppers 
and  sunk. 

Advices  as  to  Sickness 

on  shipboard,  and  other  matters,  continue  to  be  received  from  and  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Departments  of  other  British  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 

Clothing  and  Bedding. 

44  vessels  and  several  lots  of  clothing  or  bedding  have  been  disinfected. 
302  Beds  have  been  burnt,  and  22  lots  of  filthy  clothing  have  been  destroyed,  on 
account  of  infection. 

Passenger  Steamers. 

The  Passenger  Steamers  arriving  continue  to  be  regularly  visited  and 
examined. 
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Fishing  Boats. 

The  total  arrival  of  fishing  vessels  at  the  Quay,  North  Shields,  steam  and 
sailing,  is  13,918  *  (6,099  Trawlers  and  7,819  Herring  Boats)  as  compared  with  a 
total  of  15,567  in  the  previous  year.  49  of  these,  in  foul  condition,  were  cleansed 
and  deodorized  on  notice  from  the  Inspector.  The  rest  were  in  good  order. 

Large  consignments  of  Herring  and  other  Fish  come  from  Denmark, 
Norway,  and  Sweden. 


Overcrowding. 

Two  cases  only  under  this  heading  has  come  under  observation.  Notice 
to  abate  was  served  and  complied  with. 

Smoke  Nuisance. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  47  observations  of  evolution  of  dense  smoke 
have  been  made,  and  that  in  each  case  the  offender  has  been  communicated  with. 

Regulations. 

Copies  of  Regulations  issued  have,  as  usual,  been  posted  on  all  gangways, 
and  delivered  on  board  of  vessels  in  the  port. 

Foul  Cattle  Ships. 

The  Inspector  reports  that  23  Cattle  Ships  arrived  in  the  port  in  a  filthy 
state  after  having  landed  cattle  elsewhere.  Four  of  these  arrived  from  New  York 
(direct),  and  four  from  Montreal  (direct).  The  remainder  (indirect)  came  from 
Rotterdam,  London,  and  Dundee.  They  were  cleansed  under  his  supervision. 
The  number  reported  in  the  previous  year  was  24. 

Watch. 

Watch  continues  to  be  kept  on  all  vessels  homeward  bound  from  infected 
or  suspected  ports. 


Floating  Hospital. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson,  Caretaker  and  Housekeeper  of  the  Floating 
Hospital,  after  many  years  of  duty,  left  the  service  of  the  Authority  in  February. 
They  were  succeeded  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Job  Davies,  who  are  about  to  terminate 
their  engagement.

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Resignation  of  the  Medical  Officers. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after  holding  office  since  1881,  was  compelled 
to  resign  in  October  last,  having  reason  to  complain  of  treatment  by  the  Authority 
that  could  not  be  called  either  just  or  courteous. 

The  following  are  the  circumstances  : — 


In  May  last  he  had  to  attend  a  deputation  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
and  was  two  days  from  home. 

During  his  absence  the  s.s.  “  Regulus  ”  from  Dartmouth,  was  advised  with 
Smallpox  on  board,  and  on  arrival  in  the  Tyne  was  at  once  visited.  After  medical 
examination  the  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  the  forecastle  and  contents 
were  properly  disinfected.  Some  infected  bedclothes  were,  however,  concealed  in 
another  part  of  the  ship,  and  were  taken  ashore  by  a  healthy  sailor,  having  escaped 
the  Inspector’s  notice.  Three  cases  of  Smallpox  in  Jarrow  were  alleged  to  have 
arisen  from  this  action. 


The  Authority  met  to  consider  the  matter  without  giving  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  the  opportunity  to  be  present,  and  without  hearing  him,  passed  a  vote  of 
censure  on  him  and  on  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  though  neither  was  to  blame 
for,  or  could  have  prevented  what  had  taken  place.  Both  officers  protested  in  vain, 
and  the  Authority  referred  the  matter  to  the  Local  Government  Board  who  replied 
that  they  found  nothing  to  inquire  into.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted 
a  written  statement  clearing  himself,  and  eventually  the  Authority  decided  to  let 
the  matter  drop,  but  did  not  rescind  the  vote  of  censure  which  by  their  own  action 
and  the  comment  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  shewn  to  have  been  passed 
in  error.  The  temper  of  the  Authority  appears  to  have  been  ruffled  by  the  snub 
they  had  got,  and  some  things  were  said  by  various  members  which  probably,  in 
cooler  moments,  would  have  been  left  unspoken.  One  member  however  submitted 
a  motion  to  a  subsequent  meeting  which,  whilst  perfectly  in  order  would,  if  carried, 
practically  dismiss  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  it  required  him  to  reside  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River,  which,  from  his  position  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
Newcastle,  he  could  not  do.  The  Medical  Officer  being  aware  that  he  had,  by 
some  comments  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  inferior  classes  of  merchant  ships, 
roused  the  wrath  of  certain  of  the  ship  owning  members  (who,  with  comical  haste 
if  doubtful  discretion,  put  on  the  cap),  and  seeing  that  this  section  of  the  Authority 
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with  their  friends  were  determined  to  oust  him,  thought  the  most  dignified  course 
was  to  send  in  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted.  As  they  had  not,  however, 
expected  so  early  a  victory,  they  had  not  a  successor  ready,  and  the  writer 
consented  to  continue  his  services  till  the  end  of  the  year,  solely  that  the  work  of 
the  Port  should  not  be  prejudiced. 

Shortly  after  this,  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  tendered  his 
resignation  which  was  also  accepted. 

The  writer  is  well  aware  that  any  outspoken  public  officer  who  tries  to  do 
his  duty  must  occasionally  tread  on  the  toes  of  men  who,  having  the  power  to 
injure  him,  find  the  temptation  irresistible.  He  is  not  the  first,  and  does  not  expect 
to  be  the  last,  who  has  so  suffered.  But  there  are  compensations  !
